Vm. The Authority shall ensure compliance of all 
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specific conditions that are laid down in the 
appfnved Coastal Zone Man^einent Plan df 
Andhra Pradesh. 

DC The Authority shall furnish report of its 
activities at least once in six months to the 
National Coastal Zone Mimagement Authority. 

X. The Authority ^all ensure that at least two 
third members of the Autiiority ffl'e present 
during the meetings. 


XL The foregoing powers and functions of tiie 
Audiority shall be subject to the si^iavision 
nd control of the C«itral Government. 

XD. The Authority shall have its headquarters at 
Hyderaibad. 

XIII. Any matter specifkally not falling within the 
scope and jurisdiction of the Authority 
shall dealt with by the statutory authorities 
concerned.
